The 1558-BP is fully transistorized, has 
fast or slow meter response, built-in 
amplitude calibration system, weighs less 
than 9 pounds, and is available in both 
portable and rack-adapted models. Its 
accessory microphone and preamplifier 
adapt the 1558-BP to just about any noise 
problem.

BROADBAND METERS - for measurement of over-all levels and “one-number” rating in accordance with standards. 

TYPE 1565-A SOUND-LEVEL METER . . . pocket-size, lightwe ight, e asy to operate, meets USA 

standard s. 

SOUND-LEVEL METER . . . more accurate and versatile than 1565-A; accepts many 
accessories to fit a host of measurement needs; also meets USA standards. 
VIBRATION METERS . . . measure all vibration characteristics directly in English or 
Metric units.

(USA SI.6 1960) to meet the more recent noise standards and ordinances; otherwise 
identical to 1558-A. 

1/3- and 1/10-OCTAVE BAND ANALYZER - for more detailed noise ratings, frequency analysis, and design work.

another for frequency-component studies; also offered in assembly with graphic-level 
recorder (see below).

fits directly on microphone; calibrated test frequencies of 125, 250, 500, 1000, and 2000 Hz. 

MICROPHONE RECIPROCITY CALIBRATOR . . . pri mary calibration of all types of 
standard microphones; includes precision coupler, circuitry, and simple analog computer 
for accurate reciprocity calibrations without calculations. 

VIBRATION CALIBRATOR . . . compact, precision shaker for accurate calibration of 
vibration pickups, meters, and systems.
